Building and Other Trades 


CENSUS OF PRODUCTION 1935 


The Board of Trade have in their possession corrected galley 
proofs of the following trades, which would have been published 
as Part IV of the Final Report on the Census of Production, had 
the type not been destroyed :— 

Paper, Printing and Stationery Trades. 
Timber Trades. 

Clay and Building Materials Trades. 
Building and Contracting Trade. 
Mines and Quarries. 

Public Utility Services. 

Government Departments. 

In view of indications that there may be a considerable demand 
for this volume at the present time, the Board of Trade are 
considering asking the Stationery Office to reproduce the galley 
proofs in sections. The first section which might be reproduced 
is that relating to the Building and Contracting Trade, the Clay 
and Building Materials Trades and the Timber Trades. This would 
form a volume containing roughly 200 pages about 10 in. x 8 in., 
and could be reproduced for 15s. a copy. Other sections which 
might be reproduced subsequently relate to (1) Paper, Printing 
and Stationery Trades, (2) Mines and Quarries and (3) Publio 
Utility Services and Government Departments. 

Before the work is put in hand, it is necessary to ascertain the 
demand. Accordingly, all those who would desire to obtain a 
copy, or copies, of the Building Trades section are requested to 
communicate during the next fortnight with the Assistant Secre- 
tary, Statistics Department, Board of Trade, Romney House 
East, Tufton Street, London, 8.W.1, through whom alone copies 
will be obtainable. They are requested at the same time to say 
whether they will require copies of the other three sections if, 
and when, they are reproduced. Equally, if any body would 
like to have a copy of any of the other sections, though not 
requiring that relating to the building and ancillary trades, they 
should write to the above address. 


Board of Trade Appointment 


The Board of Trade announce that the Ministry of Production 
have consented to release Sir William Palmer, K.B.E., C.B., to 
_ up the post of Principal Industrial Adviser to the Board of 

rade. 

In this, new post he will be specially concerned with major 
questions of industrial reconstruction policy in connection with 
the engineering and other industries at present mainly engaged on 
war production. 


General Apparel and. Cloth 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the General Apparel and 
Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 140, price 4d.) which comes into operation on 
13th March 1944. 

_ The purpose of this Order is to introduce the following changes 

in the provisions of the existing Orders (the General Apparel and 

Cloth Order, 1942, and the Orders amending it) which govern 
~the maximum prices of non-utility apparel and cloth :— 

1. The “standstill” on the manufacturers’ prices of non- 
utility braces, gloves, shirts and certain children’s outerwear is 

Temoved. Manufacturers’ maximum prices for these goods are 





now to be calculated by adding to the manufacturers’ costs of 
production and sale a percentage of net profit. The percentages 
laid down are as follows: (1) Infants’, boys’ and girls’ wear 
(other than knitted goods, gloves, rubber-proofed and substitute 
rubber-proofed garments and oilskins) of the following descrip- 
tions : (i) outerwear, including frock and knicker sets, of sizes in 
respect of which purchase tax is not chargeable, 5 per cent. ; 
(ii) bonnets, tams, pixie hoods and matching caps and hats, 5 per 
cent. (2) Braces, 5 per cent. (3) Gloves and other handwear, 
4 per cent. (4) (i) Men’s and youths’ shirts (other than made-to- 
measure shirts) and boys’ shirts, 4 per cent.; (ii) men’s and 
youths’ made-to-measure shirts, 5 per cent. 

2. Certain related price lists are reissued under this Order. 
These are identical with the corresponding lists in existence, 
except that they have been re-numbered. New lists have been 
substituted for the existing ones in the case of goods manufac- 
tured by a Klippel & Co. Ltd. (No. 14) Young & Rochester Ltd., 
(No. 30) and also for standardised Narrow Fabrics (No. 33). 
Two new lists, for shirts manufactured by Cotella Ltd. (No. 5) 
and for hand-knitted jumpers manufactured by Anny Lewinter 
Ltd. (No. 16), have been added. 

As the General Apparel and Cloth Order, 1942, has already 
been amended several times, opportunity has been taken to 
revoke the previous Orders and to make a consolidating Order. 
Apart from the changes mentioned above, and minor points of 
drafting, this new Order is identical with the existing provisions. 
One result of this is that the Order reproduces the existing retail 
margins expressed as a percentage of the price paid including 
purchase tax. This is a temporary arrangement and in no way 
modifies the intention to replace the present method by a calcula- 
tion based on prices exclusive of purchase tax. Retail margins 
are at present under review and the alteration to a basis exclusive 
of tax will be made as soon as this review has been completed. 


Utility Apparel 


The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel (Women’s 
and Maids’) Outerwear (No. 2) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 159, price 3d.) which come into force on 6th March 1944 and 
replace the Utility Apparel (Women’s and Maids’ Outerwear) 
Directions, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 15th May 1943, 

. 186). 

; The principal changes are :— 

(1) The new Directions allow for the first time the use of non- 
wool cloths having the new five-figure specification numbers, 
but corresponding cloths having the old four-figure specification 
numbers may still be used. Certain new specifications for wool 
cloth have been added, and these as well as the old specification 
numbers appear in the Schedule. It is important to note that 
cloth No. 2094 is not scheduled for any women’s or maids’ 
garments. 

(2) In addition to the arrangements for the use of any cloth 
of an area not exceeding 10 per cent. of the total area of the 
cloth (not including linings and interlinings) used in the manu- 
facture of a garment, there is now a provision for the joint use of 
cloths of different specifications in making dresses. Any two 
cotton or rayon utility cloths (other than cloths 1005/1 and 
1005/2) may be combined in making dresses ; but (a) if the ceiling 
prices for dresses made from each of the cloths are the same the 
specification number to be applied may be that of either of the 
cloths ; or (b) if the ceiling prices are different the specification 
number to be applied is to be that of the lower-priced cloth and 
the appropriate ceiling price also is that of the lower-priced cloth, 
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The two down-pointed cloths 1005/1 and 1005/2 may be used 
jointly ; the number 1005/1 must be applied and the ceiling price 
is that appropriate to 1005/1. These arrangements are intended 
to give manufacturers greater flexibility in production. 

(3) Unlined jackets are added to the Schedule. 

(4) (a) The ceiling price of blouses made from rayon cloths 
with a manufacturers’ maximum selling price exceeding 3s. per 
square yard and not exceeding 3s. 3d. per square yard is now 
14s. 6d. for long-sleeved blouses and 13s. for short-sleeved 
blouses on sale otherwise than to a retail customer. (b) The 
ceiling prices of raincoats made from wool gaberdines and from 
cotton gaberdines bearing a four-figure specification number 
have been increased. The manufacturers’ permitted percentage 
of profit on costof production and sale of these garments has been 
reduced from 5 to 4 per cent. It is now the same as for men’s 
raincoats. 


Civilian Clothing Restrictions 

With regard to Part IV of Related Specification No. 2 issued 
by the Board of Trade under the provisions of the Civilian 
Clothing (Restrictions) Order, 1944 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
29th January 1944, page 34) the Board announce that, following 
representations which have been made to them, they are recon- 
sidering the requirement that actual size measurements shall be 
shown on labels sewn to women’s and maids’ underwear and 
nightwear. Pending such reconsideration, an Order will be 
made which will have the effect of revoking sub-heads (ii) and 
(iii) of sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 4 and the proviso to such 
paragraph. The other requirements of the Related Specification 
are not affected. Adequate notice will be given if it is intended 
to reintroduce the requirement of marking actual size measure- 
ments or of any similar provision. 


Knitted Goods 


The Knitted Goods (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 7) Direc- 


tions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 156, price 1d.), which came into 
operation on Ist March 1944, amend the Knitted Goods (Manu- 
facture and Supply) (No. 6) Directions (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 13th November 1944, p. 426). 

The amendments are as follows: (1) The Schedule to the 
No. 7 Directions takes the place of the First Schedule to the 
Knitted Goods (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 6) Directions 
and provides, inter alia, for the making up of infants’ night- 
wear and women’s pantees from utility interlock fabric No. 494, 
and (2) the profit margins for nightwear (except infants’) are 
altered to correspond with those for underwear. 

The Board of Trade have also issued Schedule “E” (price 
Is. 3d.) of Specifications of Utility Knitted Goods which takes 
the place of Schedule “ D” and List No. 1 of Amendments for 
all purposes except that Schedule ‘“‘D” will still govern the 
prices of utility goods made to specifications which have been 
altered in, or omitted from, Scheduie “E.” Schedule “E” 
also contains further additions and amendments which have 
already been notified to registered manufacturers. 


Toilet Preparations 


The Board of Trade again wish to draw the attention of all 
traders (including retailers) to the provisions of the Toilet Pre- 
parations (No. 3) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
28th August 1943, page 320) No. 1312, as amended by the 
(No. 4) Order (see Board of Trade Journal, 1st January 1944, 
page 2), by which they are prohibited from selling or otherwise 
supplying nail varnish, polish remover and any other toilet 
preparations containing more than 1 part in 200 (calculated by 
weight) of acetone or of any other of the prohibited solvents 
specified in the First Schedule to the Order. As already stated 
not only the sale of such goods but also the use of stocks in the 
course of a business, for example by a manicurist in a beauty 
salon, is prohibited. 


Decoration of Domestic Pottery 


The Board of Trade wish to call attention to the fact that the 
decoration of domestic pottery, whether before or after glazing, 
is prohibited by the Domestic Pottery (Manufactureand Supply) 
Directions, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 6th June 1942, 
p. 282), except under the authority of a licence issued by the 
Board. The Board would be grateful for the co-operation of 
wholesalers and retailers in bringing these regulations to the 
notice of any persons who may not be aware of the ‘position. 
Only very few persons have, on special grounds of hardship, 
been authorised to decorate pottery, and any person who offers 
for sale on the home market pottery which he has decorated 
should hold a Board of Trade licence authorising him to do so ; 
if he has no such licence the supply would be illegal.

BY THE MINISTRY OF ECONOMIO WARFARE 


(a) Shipowners on the Statutory List 

Shippers, banks and other financial and commercial concerns 
are hereby notified that the following vessels belong to owners 
who are included in the Statutory List, and that it is an offence 
against the Trading with the Enemy Act for any shipper to 
make use of such vessels. Shipments by such vessels in addition 
to being liable to seizure render the shippers or those connected 
with the consignment liable to prosecution.

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OCCUPIED CHINA (EXCLUDING MANCHURIA) 


(1) By -virtue of the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) 
(China) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1417, price 1d.), money 
payable by a banker to or for the benefit of an individual or body 
of persons resident or carrying,on business in occupied China 
(excluding Manchuria) was exempted from payment to the 
Custolian of Enemy Property and the Market was notified in 
T.W.E.D. Notice to Banks No. 8, dated 5th October 1943 (which 
is reproduced below) of the effect of this Order and the procedure 
to be followed. : 


(2) Collection of Dividends, Interest, etc., on behalf of Persons in 
Occupied China. 

Authority is hereby given on behalf of the Treasury and the 
Board of Trade so far as the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1939, 
and Orders made thereunder are concerned : (a) for any company 
or registrar, if otherwise satisfied to do so, to pay to any bank for 
or on behalf of any individual or body of persons resident in or 
carrying on business in Occupied China (excluding Manchuria) 
money due in respect of coupons or by way of dividends and 
interest on securities or arising from payment, redemption or 
acquisition by His Majesty’s Treasury under Regulation 1 of the 
Defence (Finance) Regulations, 1939, of bearer, registered or 
inscribed securities which but for the existence of a state of war 
would be payable to or for the benefit of such individual or body 
of persons. In the case of such money payable to persons carrying 
on business in Occupied China and also in other enemy territory 
this authority applies only to money payable for the purposes of 
the business carried on in Occupied China. (b) For any bank in 
the United Kingdom to collect such money on behalf of such 
individual or body of persons and to deal with it in accordance 
with T.W.E.D. Notice to Banks No. 8. A certificate by the 
collecting bank that collection is made under this authority 
should be given in place of a declaration of non-enemy interest. 


(3) Collections to be subject to Defence (Finance) Regulations. 

The Treasury hereby give permission for sums collected under 
the foregoing authority to be credited to accounts in the names 
of beneficiaries being accounts blocked under Regulation 2a of 
the Defence (Finance) Regulations 1939 (see paragraphs 2 and 3 
of T.W.E.D. Notice to Banks No. 8). Such credits are to be 
included separately in the monthly substitute Sterling Transfer 
Forms. 


(4) Investment of Money of British Subjects. 

Authority is further given on behalf of the Treasury and 
Board of Trade for any bank in the United Kingdom, at its 
discretion, to exercise such powers as it may have to invest 
money exempt from payment to the Custodian of Enemy 
Property by virtue of the Trading with the Enemy (China) 
(Custodian) Order, 1943 (which includes money referred to in 
paragraph 2 above) and held for the account of British subjects 
resident in the occupied parts of China (excluding Manchuria) 
by subscription to (a) British Government securities from time 
to time on “ tap” issue ; (b) 3% Defence Bonds ; and (c) National 
Savings Certificates. Securities in (a) and (b) so purchased must 
be registered in the name of the bank concerned or of its nominees 
in the United Kingdom and National Savings Certificates 
should be registered in the name of the account holder. In all 
cases of purchase of (a) on the Post Office Register and (b) and (c), 
banks must certify that the purchase moneys have been debited 
to the account of a resident of occupied China and are invested 
under the authority of T.W.E.D. Notice No. 10. 


(5) Debit of Accounts. 

As regards the Directions circulated by the British Bankers 
Association on 28th July 1941. given by the Treasury pursuant 
to Regulation 2a of the Defence (Finance) Regulations, 1939, 
the Treasury have agreed that banks may, without reference to 
the Bank of England, debit the accounts of residents of occupied 
China for the purpose of making investments under the foregoing 
authority. 


(6) Variation of Investments, Sales. 

Permission will be required from the Trading with the Enemy 
Department and the Bank of England to vary the investments 
or to sell them. 


(7) Report to the Custodian. 

Securities purchased under the authority contained in this 
Notice must be reported to the Custodian of Enemy Property 
as provided for in paragraph 4 of T.W.E.D. Notice to Banks 
No. 8.

T.W.E.D, NOTICE TO BANKS NO, 8 


(1) The Board of Trade have issued the Trading with the Enemy 
(Custodian) (China), Order, 1943, exempting from payment to the 
Custodian of Enemy Property money payable by a banker to indi- 
Viduals or bodies of persons resident or carrying on business in the 
occupied parts of China (excluding Manchuria). In the case of money 
payable to persons carrying.on business in occupied China and also 
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in other enemy territory the exemption applies only to money 
attributable to that part of the business carried on in occupied 


a. 

(2) The Directions given on 28th July 1941, by the Treasury 
pursuant to Regulation 2A of the Defence (Finance) Regulations, 
1939, remain in force and any payment prohibited by those Direc- 
tions requires the sanction of the Bank of England. 

(3) Individuals or bodies of persons resident or carrying on busi- 
ness in the occupied parts of China remain “ enemies ”’ within the 
meaning of the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1939, and bankers 
may not make payments on their behalf or by their order except with 
authority given thereunder. The Bank of England has been em- 
powered in certain cases to give such authority and applications 
should be made in the first instance to the Bank of England both for 
permission under Regulation 2A and for authority under the Trading 
with the Enemy Act. 

(4) Paragraph 2 of the Notice to Banks and Bankers of 9th 
December 1941 is hereby withdrawn and banks should now report 
to the Custodian all assets, other than money, held or managed on 
behalf of individuals or bodies of persons resident or carrying on 
business in Occupied China. 


Pcrambulators 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Perambulator (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 147, 
price 4d.) which came into operation on Ist March and con- 
solidates all the existing Perambulator (Maximum Prices and 
Charges) Orders. The new Order embodies certain adjustments, 
the chief of which are as follows: (1) Provision is made for 
computing the price of models not included in the Schedule to 
the Order: (2) The provision for cash or settlement discount has 
been altered, the maximum price charged in respect of the sale 
of goods (otherwise than to a retail customer) shall be reduced 
by not less than 3} per cent. when payment is made within 
ten days from the day on which the goods were consigned ; and 
24 per cent. when payment is made within one calendar month ; 
(3) a number of new models have been added to the existing 
Schedule ; (4) a few models have been taken out of the Schedule. 


General Hardware and Ironmongery 


The Central Price Regulation Committee desires to examine 
the operation of the General Hardware and Jronmongery 
(Maximum Prices) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
30th October 1943, page 410). in so far as this Order affects 
manufacturers, and to discuss the provisions of the Order with 
the manufacturers concerned, preferably through their respective 
associations. 

The Committee therefore invite all associations of manufac- 
turers of goods listed in Part I of the Schedule to this Order, 
and manufacturers not members of any such association, who 
wish, to make communication with the Secretary of the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, Queen Anne’s Chambers, 41 
Tothill Street, London, 8.W.1, not later than Ist April 1944. 


Production and Engineering Bulletin 


Recent issues of “‘ Production and Engineering Bulletin,” the 
journal published jointly by the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service and the Ministry of Production each month, have in- 
cluded practical articles ranging from “The Employment of 
Limbless Workers,” “ Loss of Labour through Dermatitis,” 
‘* Shepherds who make Steel,” on the one hand, to “ Practical 
Applications of Quality Control,” ‘Planned Production 
Gauging,” ‘‘ Simplifying Machine Setting” and “ Fuel Effi- 
ciency ” on the other. The longer articles, which are well illus- 
trated and informative, are interspersed with pictorial displays 
and regular features on topics of special-interest. to engineers, 
such as “‘ Jottings from the Machine Tool Control,” “‘ Spotlights 
on Production,” ‘‘ News from the Training Centres” and so 
forth.

British Standard Specifications 
BUTT-WELDED BLANKS FOR CUTTING TOOLS 


Butt-welded blanks have been used in the tool manufacturing 
industry for many years and experience has shown that tools 
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produced from such blanks are. equal in performance to those 
produced from high speed steel, provided certain precautions 
are taken in the design, and that an appropriate method of heat 
treatment is used. 

The necessity for conserving high speed steel has led the 
Ministry of Supply to co-operate with the tool manufacturers 
and the British Standards Institution in the preparation of a 
war emergency British Standard which has recently been issued 
and which establishes the dimensions of such blanks, comprising 
a high speed steel portion butt welded to a medium carbon steel 
shank, for the manufacture of shank type cutting tools such as 
lathe and planer tools, twist drills, reamers, milling cutters and 
machine nut taps.

WIRELESS RECEIVING APPARATUS IN 
ROAD VEHICLES

receiving apparatus installed in a road vehicle.

receiving licence where required under the usual conditions. 

An owner of a receiving set which was impounded by the 
police from a road vehicle in 1940 should apply for the return of 
his set to the police of the district in which the set was impounded.

British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :-— 

Madras, 5th February. The sowing of paddy and dry crops 
is proceeding. Crops are fair except in parts of the Deccan. 

Bihar, 14th February. Crops are fair. The threshing of 
paddy is being completed. The harvesting and crushing of sugar- 
cane are proceeding. 

Orissa, 14th February. The threshing of saradh paddy and 
the pressing of sugarcane are proceeding. Dalua paddy and 
wheat are thriving. 

Punjab, 14th February. Crops are unchanged. 

Central Provinces, 11th February. Rabi is in good condition. 
The picking of cotton and the threshing of paddy are nearly 
over. 

Assam, 21st February. Crop prospects are fair to good. 

Bengal, 16th February. The harvesting of spring crops is 
proceeding. Prospects are fair. 


GROUNDNUT CROP 


The final estimate of the area covered by the All-India 1943-44 
groundnut crop is 8,531,000 acres, an increase of 11 per cent. 
compared with the corresponding revised figure for last year of 
7,697,000. The yield is estimated at 3,323,000 tons, an increase 
of 16 per cent. compared with the corresponding figure for last 
year of 2,858,000. The condition of the crop is good on the 
whole. 


Canada 


BRITISH COLUMBIA AND NEW BRUNSWICK 
WATER POWER 


The Dominion Water and Power Bureau, Department of Mines 
and Resources, Ottawa, state that the increasing power needs of 
the shipbuilding and other wartime industries and of military 
establishments were satisfactorily met as they arose by the 
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building of new distribution circuits and the provision of addi- 
tional or larger transformer equipment. 

The construction of the new generating station at Brilliant 
on the Kootenay River has been proceeded with. Two turbines 
of 34,000 h.p. each are now being installed, with provision for 
two similar units later. This is the fifth station on the Kootenay 
River, and its full installation in conjunction with those of the 
other four plants will provide a total of 414,000 h.p. and result 
in the complete utilisation of the power possibilities of the 
river. . 

Preliminary work is also being proceeded with on a power 
site on the Nation River in the Cassiar district to provide power 
over a 60-mile transmission line to the Pinchi Creek mercury 
property : 

No new hydraulic installation was in progress in New Bruns- 
wick during 1942 but the new Brunswick Electricity Power 
Commission completed the installation of a new 7,500 kv.a. 
steam turbine in its Grand Lake Station last May. The 
installation of the new station totals 20,000 kv.a. 


Chile 
FOREIGN TRADE JANUARY-JUNE 1943 


The following is a comparative summary of the official returns 
of Chile’s foreign trade for the first six months of 1943 and the 
two preceding years :—

The above figures do not include imports and exports of 
bullion and specie, nor do they indicate Chile’s effective balance 
of trade because the whole of the proceeds of copper and nitrate 
exports does not become available to pay for imports. 

In comparison with the first six months of 1942, there was an 
increase during the like period of 1943 of over 3 per cent. in the 
volume of imports but a fall of about 7 per cent. in the value. 
Although the volume of exports declined by more than 29 per 
cent., the higher values of shipments of manufactured products, 
wool and sheepskins caused the corresponding value of exports 
to rise by 1-2 per cent.

Paraguay 
AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 


The “ Guaranty Survey” published by the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York states that the trends of agricultural 
production in 1943 showed unusual disparities. The cotton 
crop, estimated at 31,200 bales, the largest output since 1938, 
was about 20 per cent. above the average production in recent 
years. Because of its unusual length, the Paraguayan fibre has 
distinctive quality that is sought by manufacturers in other 
countries and the product constitutes about 25 per cent. of the 
country’s export. Yields of tobacco and sugar in 1943 were 
reported as below normal. The output of the latter product is 
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estimated at 9,000 tons, 10 per cent. less than the apparent 
requirement for consumption. 

Satisfactory conditions in the meat industries were reported 
in the early part of last year. In later months, however, pastures 
were affected by drought, and prospective supplies of cattle 
available for operations in the next packing season which begins 
in the early part of the current year, occasioned some concern. 
The need for special Government measures to assure adequate 
supplies of meat for domestic consumption is evidenced by the 
substantial increase of the cattle subsidy payable by export 
packers. A portion of the subsidy, which is the equivalent of 
approximately a cent a pound is used to compensate buyers for 
the cold market who may have to pay more than the fixed 
prices in order to obtain cattle in competition with packers 
supplying foreign markets. 


Sweden 


THE BUDGET, 1944-45 


According to the “‘ Anglo-Swedish Review ” the budget estimates 
for the financial year July 1944 to June 1945, show expenditure 
to a total of 3,774 million kronor (£220 million) or practically 
the same amount as in the estimate for the current financial 
year. About 1,820 million kronor (£107,500,000) of this amount 
are defence costs. Of the remaining sum, well over 500 million 
kronor (£29,500,000) are intended for social welfare purposes and 
300 million kronor (£18 million) for payment of interest on the 
national debt. 

The revenue is calculated at 3,106 million kronor (£182,500,000), 
which means an increase of about 326 million kronor compared 
with the present budget year. About 2,538 million kronor are 
made up of taxes and 279 million kronor of revenue from the 
State business enterprises. 

The expected deficit on next year’s budget, to be covered by 
loans, thus amounts to 668 million kronor (£39,250,000)— 
which, however, will most likely be increased—as compared with 
a deficit of between 1,200 and 1,300 million kronor foreshadowed 
in the current budget. 

As usual, the budget includes a special budget comprising 
estimated capital investments in State business enterprises, etc. 
The total amount is 548 million kronor (£32,250,000), 155 
million kronor of which are covered out of available funds. 
Of this money, 94 million kronor are intended for the continued 
electrification of the State railways and the purchase of rolling 
stock, etc., 39 million kronor for the further development of the 
country’s hydro-electric power supply, 67 million kronor for 
administrative buildings, etc., for the defence forces, while 100 
million kronor are to be used to subsidise housing. 

No increased or new taxes are proposed. 

In addition to the 100 million kronor (£6 million) recently 
granted by the Riksdag for internal reconstruction and relief 
work, the Government requests further grants for the care of sick 
children from Denmark, Finland and Norway, and also that the 
assistance given to Finnish invalids be extended to comprise 
invalids from other countries.

Once more I would like to record our deep appreciation 
of the services rendered by our staff overseas and at hom 
in the face of great difficulties, and our gratitude to the 
Government authorities on this side for the help they giv 
us. It is unfortunate, however, that we do not seem té 
have been able, in recent years, to obtain in Demerara, 
either from the labour leaders or from the local adminis * 
tration, that degree of co-operation without which it seem 
to us it is impossible to make much progress as regards thé 
welfare of the Colony.
